Threat To Ozone Requires Global 
Solution, U.S. Weatherman Says 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - The 
threat to the protective ozone 
layer in Earth’s atmosphere 
from man-made agents such as 
spray-can gases crosses nation­ 
al boundaries and requires a 
global solution, Am erica’s chief 
weatherman said today.

Major Development Plan 
Eyed At Mt. Union College 


ALLIANCE — Mount Union 
College will undertake the most 
comprehensive 
development 
plan in its history, according to 
a joint announcement made by 
College President Ronald G. 
Weber and President of the 
Board of Trustees Donald A. 
Peterson Sr. The plan, termed 
“Strength for the E ighties,” is 
the result of nearly five years of 
study and calls for a KFyear 
program to raise a total of $13 
million for Mount Union. 
The developm ent plan is 
based on the recommendations 
of both a 1974 report from the 
college's Long Range Study 
Committee and a 
feasibility 
study in 1975 by professional 
fund-raising counsel Marts and 
Lundy of New York City. 
The Long Range Study Com­ 
mittee, appointed by President 
Weber in 1972, was charged 
with 
conducting 
"a 
serious 
study of what the college should 
be and can be in the years 
ahead.” The 30-member group, 
composed of students, faculty, 
a d m in is tr a to r s, 
tr u s te e s , 
alum ni, friends, com m unity 
residents, and church members 
spent two years studying all 
aspects of the college including 
goals and objectives, academic 
and student affairs, finances 
and 
physical 
plant, 
college 
co n stitu en cies, govern ance, 
campus clim ate, and integrity 
of operations. The com m ittee’s 
recommendations 
were 
sub­ 
mitted to the Board of Trustees 
in April 1974. Acting upon these 


recommendations, 
the 
board 
commissioned a study by Marts 
and Lundy 
to exam ine 
the 
feasibility of a development 
program at Mount Union 
Although no dates have been 
set for the initiation of the cam ­ 
paign phase of the long-range 
plan, the board approved a 10- 
year $13 million development 
program for Mount Union in 
May 1976. Two capital objec­ 
tives are planned — endowment 
and new buildings — requiring 
an investment of $9 million. 
With the addition of annual sup­ 
port funding of about $400,000 
per year, Mount Union’s needs 
for the next decade are pro­ 
jected at $13 million. First 
priority objective for the cam ­ 
paign is doubling of the col­ 
lege’s present endowment fund 
of $64 million to $13 million. 
Second priority objectives in 
the long-range program are a 
Life Sciences Building, esti­ 
m ated to cost about 
$1.5 
million, 
which 
will 
provide 
sp ace for classroom s 
and 
laboratories presently housed 
in Lambom Hall (built in 1914), 
and an addition to the Timken 
Physical Education Building — 
a field house — estim ated to

tive Assembly said Monday 
night in issuing the emergency 
decree. 


The Defense Ministry report­ 
ed earlier that “ extrem ist 
groups, armed with clubs, nail- 
studded boards and other ob­ 
jects” had “caused disorders, 
blocked traffic and beaten 
pedestrians.” 
The emergency order placed 
courts and news outlets under 
military control and prevented 
citizens 
from 
entering 
or 
leaving the country. 
It also banned gatherings of 
more than three people, allow­ 
ing only family, cultural and 
work-related meetings. 
The antigovemment activity 
was sparked by results of last 
week's presidential election in 
which Gen. Carlos Humberto 
Romero, of the ruling National 
Conciliation party, beat Col. 


Ernesto Claramount, of the 
National Opposition Union, by a 
2-1 margin. 
Opposition leaders charged 
the results were fraudulent. 
At least six persons were 
killed and 52 injured when 
troops and police opened fire on 
som e 2,000 pro-Claramount 
supporters in the central Plaza 
Libertad Monday.

Ray Schaffer, an Ohio En­ 
vironmental Protection Agency 
(EPA) geologist, is slated to 
arrive in the village today with 
members of the Army Reserve 
to look over some sites for a 
new well in the village, ac­ 
cording to Mayor Kruegel. 
“Seven sites have been se­ 
lected,” he said, “and Schaffer 
is to pick one of them, but I 
don’t know how auickly they 
could start the well 
In a meeting Saturday with 
Gov. Jam es Rhodes and the 
adjutant general to the Army 
for Ohio, Columbiana Village 
Manager 
Albert 
Wardingley 
learned that once a site is 
agreed upon, the Corps of Engi­ 
neers will drill the well, but tne 
purchase of the equipment nec­ 
essary to distribute the water 
and make it drinkable will be 
left up to the village.

Peanut butter 
dissolves adhesive

Polly’s Problem 


DEAR POLLY — I have plastic twist-out ice cube 
trays in my refrigerator and some of the trays are dif­ 
ficult to twist as the ice sticks to the sides and bottom of 
the trays. A remedy for this condition would be ap­ 
preciated. — GA T . 
DEAR G.A.T. — I turn such trays over and run a bit of 
warm water over them and then find they twist easily. 
- POLLY. 


DEAR POLLY — I am answering Ruth concerning her 
problem with removing decals from a bathtub As dealers we 
tell our friends and customers to enjoy the safety and beauty 
of these decals and. when it is time to replace them, pull them 
off and then gently rub away the adhesive left with a paper 
towel or napkin on which they have put a small dab of peanut 
butter. The adhesive will disappear but be sure to wash away 
the oil left from the peanut butter before applying new decals 
- ERMA. 
DEAR POLLY — If you are using two plugs the same color 
in one socket and want to know which is which place a plastic 
bag twist on the cord to match the appliance. — CHERYL. 
DEAR POLLY — When making a bed always turn the 
pillows over each time That saves wear on the pillows and the 
pillowcases. They last twice as long 
When washing stockings and socks I put them all in a cloth 
bag and fasten the top with a rubberband The bag is then 
thrown in the washer and the stockings cannot twist around 
other clothing and the lint from socks does not get on other 
things. 
Sometimes I think a skinny old man must design women's 
bras as the smaller sizes have nice wide built-up straps (up to 
size 36) and then the larger sizes will have very narrow straps 
that cut into one's shoulders and feel miserable. I know for I 
wear a 40E I cut those silly straps off and double a piece of 
cotton fabric so it is about three inches wide and sew these 
straps on my bras to make them comfortable. — MRS. R.B. 
DEAR POLLY — When your pantyhose get holes or runs 
and will not be worn any more, cut off the legs above the 
knees. Put the pants part on your head, tie a knot on top and 
have a night cap or hair net — MRS. J.F 
DEAR POLLY — I would like to pass on the way I get really 
clean windows. I use two buckets and fill one with a dish­ 
washing liquid or a detergent in water and then add a tables­ 
poon of bleach. I thoroughly wash the windows with this mix­ 
ture, wipe away excess suds and then fill the other bucket with 
Wiirm water. Use one cloth for the sudsy mixture and 
one for the clear rinse water Wring the cloth from the rinse 
w ater almost dry and wipe until windows are almost dry. 
Always start such a job on a cloudy day as sunshine causes 
them to streak. — MRS D.R.D., Jr. 
DEAR POLLY — Use a well washed discarded toothbrush 
to smooth out make-up around the hairline and to remove any 
that clings to the edge of the hair. The toothbrush will also 
smooth every wispy hair around the face after you use hair 
spray, and gives it a finished professional look. — MARY B 
DEAR POLLY — If your ballpoint pen does not write but 
has ink in it, try holding a lighted match near the tip for just a 
little bit. Be careful that the tip does not burn and fall off. — 
KRISTI. 
DEAR POLLY — I have an easy way to grease those 
vegetable or soup cans such as many of us use for baking 
various kinds of bread. I put a piece of plastic bread wrapper 
over the end of a pastry brush and hold it in place with a twist 
that comes on bread wrappers. There is no washing of the 
brush, and no danger of cutting one's hand should there be a 
rough place along the cut rim of the can — KATHRYN 
Polly will send you one of her “peachy” thank-you cards, 
ideal for framing or placing in your family scrapbook, if she 
uses your favorite Pointer, Peeve or Problem in her column.

Good Neighboring Beginning 


It was of more than symbolic importance that 
the first foreign head of state to meet with 
President Carter in Washington was Mexico’s 
new president, Jose Lopez Portillo. 
Each 
country has problems of overlapping concern to 
the other whose solutions demand far closer co­ 
operation than has been the case in the recent 
past. 
Mexico is a small country only in comparison 
to its 
giant 
northern 
neighbor. 
In 
area, 
population, natural resources and agricultural 
and industrial production, it ranks among the 
lartestand richest and hardly fits the category of 
» “Third World” nation — although its former 
president, Lis Echeverria, attempted to cast it in 
the role of leader of the developing world, at the 
expense of relations with the U.S. 
Mexico also has troubles in proportion to its 
size. Its inflation rate is three to four times that 
of the United States. Its economy is staggering 
under a heavy foreign debt and successive 
devaluations of the peso and its unemployment 
rate is serious. Even more ominous is its 
runaway birth ra te : At the present four per cent 
a year population growth, Mexico’s 60 million 
people will double early in the next century. 
F o rtu n ately, Mexico also has im m ense 
potential, and it is encouraging that Lopez 
Portillo seems to have eschew«! the ideological 
and nationalistic excesses of his predecessor for 
a more sober and businesslike approach to his 


office. 
For one thing, Mexico has huge and largely 
unexploited oil and gas reserves. In fact, in a 
gesture of the new spirit of “common purpose, 
common hope, common confidence and common 
friendship” announced by President Carter, it 
has offered the United States an extra allocation 
of fuel to tide us over the present emergency. 
In return, the United States has technology, 
not only in petroleum but in other industrial 
fields, and investment money that could buttress 
the Mexican economy. A lot of that money and 
technology has gone elsewhere because of 
Echeverria’s anti-foreign investment policies 
and out of fear of possible future expropriation. 
Conversely, 
Mexico complains 
that 
U.S. 
quotas are discriminating against such Mexican 
products as tomatoes and shoes and are having 
an adverse effect on its balance of payments. 
Then there are the perennial, and worsening, 
problems of the illegal immigration of Mexican 
workers, whose numbers in this country are 
estimated to be in the several millions, and in­ 
creasing traffic in heroin, marijuana and other 
drugs. 
It has become traditional for 
new 
ad­ 
ministrations on either side of the border to 
promise the beginning of a new era in Mexican- 
U.S. relations. This time both countries have new 
administrations at the same time, and this time 
the promises appear to be genuine. 
More Myth Than Fact 


Now that the Vietnam war resisters have their 
pardon, perhaps the same favor can be extended 
to those who answered the call of duty. 
One of 
the grossest 
libels 
against 
our 
unhonored and neglected Vietnam veterans is 
that drug abuse and criminal behavior are rife 
among tnem. 
But at least as far as violent crimes are con­ 
cerned, there is no evidence that the veterans of 
that war — or of any other war, for that m atter — 
are more likely to commit them than anyone 
else, say two researchers. 
A ccording to U niversity of California 
psychologist Dane Archer and University of 
W isconsin sociaologist R osem ary G ardner, 
reporting in Psychology Today magazine on a 
study of 50 different cases of nations at war, it is 
impossible to say for certain whether Vietnam 
veterans are more inclined toward violent 


crimes because no statistics have been compiled 
to show that. 
Moreover, they point out, when veterans are 
involved in violent crimes, there is no telling 
whether military experiences are to blame, or 
whether the veterans were inclined toward 
violence before joining the arm ed forces. 
In any event, veterans are actually somewhat 
underrepresented in the prison population. A 
1973 U.S. Bureau of Prisons study found that 32 
per cent of inmates were veterans, although 49 
per cent of all U.S. males, aged 15 to 65, were 
veterans 
Homicides and other crimes generally in­ 
crease after wars, but this cannot be explained 
by violent ex-soldiers, says these researchers. 
The old image of the violent veteran seems to be 
more myth than fact, they conclude.

Fate Worse Than Circumlocution 


WASHINGTON (UPI) — At 
his news conference last week, 
President Carter again spoke 
out strongly 
in 
support 
of 
human rights throughout the 
world. 
Yet he himself exhibited a 
shocking disregard for human 
rights in his own official family. 
To the horror of civil liber­ 
tarians, the president said he 
had asked his Cabinet officers 
to personally read all of the 
regulations their departments 
issue each week. 


It is difficult to 
imagine 
anything more inhumane 
Even in 
U ganda, 
which 
Carter said had “disgusted the 
entire civilized world,” there is 
no record of President 
Idi 
Amin’s political enemies being 
subjected to that sort of torture. 


Efforts are being made to 
mitigate C arter’s harsh treat­ 
ment of his Cabinet by pointing 
out that it has redeeming social 
value 
His avowed purpose is to 
acquaint the department heads 
witn 
“the volume and 
the 


complexity” of federal regula­ 
tions and thus impress upon 
tnem the need to “eliminate 
unnecessary regulations, ab­ 
breviate those that are neces­ 
sary and express them in a 
language so that we can all 
understand them .” 
A laudable end, to be sure. 
But does it justify such extreme 
means? 


Federal regulations have a

The nation’s governors, who 
arrived here this weekend for 
their annual winter conference, 
have already paid Jim m y 
Carter the supreme political 
compliment: Tney’ve stolen his 
themes. 
If imitation is the sincerest 
form of flattery, then a peek at 
recent gubernatorial rhetoric 
should bring a blush to C arter’s 
cheeks. 
In state after state, chief 
executives of widely varying 
political persuasion are placing 
top priority on making state 
government more efficient and 


more responsive to the people. 
They are talking about zero- 
base budgeting, “sunset” laws 
to weed out nonproductive 
agencies and government re­ 
organization. At the sam e time, 
they are searching for more 
equitable 
formulas 
for dis­ 
tributing tax burdens and bene­ 
fits. 
THEY 
ARE 
WORRIED 
about this w in ter’s energy 
crisis and the absence of 
reliable information about oil 
and gas supplies for the future. 
They a re concerned about 
continuing high unemployment, 
the specter of renewed infla­ 
tion, the plight of their cities, 
medicaid fraud and welfare 


reform. 
In short, they are singing 
C arter’s song — and why not? 
The lyrics are familiar enough. 
Many of the governors heard 
Carter run through a similar 
repertoire at a whole string of 
earlier sum mer and winter get- 
togethers when he was just 
another member of their group. 
Some of today’s governors — 
Brown of California, Dukakis of 
Massachusetts, Boren of Okla­

Can Carter Dodge SALT Block?

President Carter has begun 
to discover what a thicket he 
has to plunge through in his 
search for a nuclear arm s deal 
with Russia. He is shoving gal­ 
lantly forward; a whole series 
of statem ents on the subject 
since he took office seems to be 
designed to show that he is at 
least as keen on an agreem ent 
as Leonid Brezhnev is. Now for 
the thorns. 
Recently Carter told his first 
E 
ress conference that he would 
e willing to sign an easy-items- 
only agreem ent with Brezhnev 
which did nothing about either 
Russia's Backfire bomber or 
the Americans’ cruise missile, 
the two things which have been 
bedevilling these negotiations 
since 1974. Fine, if he can get 
the Russians to agree. But 
including the cruise missiles in 
the deal is what the Russians 
have been trying to insist on, 
and what Henry Kissinger was 
apparently willing to grant 
them last year. 
CAN 
CARTER 
persuade 
Brezhnev 
to accept 
w hat 
Kissinger couldn’t? Maybe, if 
Brezhnev’s need for an agree­ 
ment is 
more urgent than 
C arter’s (as it may be, because 
the Soviet leader is coming 
towards the end of his reign and 
Carter has years to play with). 
But it will not be easy going. 
And none the easier for the 
other thing Carter has said 
about nuclear weapons. This 
was a heavy hint that the 
United States might not go 
ahead with the development of 
its planned “mobile missile,” 
the M-X, if the Russians give up 
a rather different monster they 
already possess, the SS-20 
Behina these innocuous ini­ 
tials stand two examples of how 
the nuclear arm s technologists 
have lately been outracing the 
nuclear arm s negotiators. The 
Americans’ M-X will be a large 
and expensive missile, fitted 
with m ultiple w arheads of 
great accuracy, which can be 
shuttled secretly from one 
firing point to another so that 
the Russians will never know 
exactly where it is. 
THE RUSSIANS' SS-20 - 
which Carter says they are al­ 
ready putting into position — is 
also a mobile weapon, perhaps 
carried on a tracked launching 
device, with a long enough 
range to hit targets anywhere 
in Western Europe from any­ 
where in Eastern Europe, and 
B 
robably from inside the Soviet 
nion. 
T here a re two w orrying 
things about the SS-20 Because 
it is much more accurate and 
has many times more explosive 
power than the older weapons it 
is 
presum ably 
m eant 
to 
replace, it will pose a much 
greater problem for Western 
Europe ft will also complicate 
the strategic arm s talks bet 
ween the super powers, which 
at the moment are confined to 
intercontinental weapons which 
Russia and America can drop 
on each other. 
This is because the SS-20 
consists of two of the three 
component chunks of another, 
intercontinental, Soviet 
mis­ 
sile, the SS-16 Some western 
experts believe that the Rus­ 
sians could keep that missing 
third stage hidden near the sup­ 


posedly sh o rter-ran g e SS-20 
and bolt it on in a m atter of 
hours, or even minutes, thereby 
converting it into the longer- 
range SS-16. If they did, they 
would be turning it into the sort 
of weapon that ought to be 
limited under the American- 
Russian deal Carter hopes to 
negotiate this year. 
BY PUTTING his finger on 
the SS-20, Carter has come to 
grips with the problem that has 
plagued the SALT strategic 
arm s limitation talks from the 
beginning, and is now getting 
worse. 
Can one really maintain a 
distinction 
betw een 
in te r­ 
continental “strategic” nuclear 
w eapons and shorter-range 
“tactical” ones? 
The superpowers have tried 
to shunt tnis proh'em, or bits of 
it, to one side. 
Americans 
have offered 
reduce the 
stockpile 
of 
¿».iorter-range 
nuclear weapons they keep in 
Europe, notas part of the SALT 
talks, but as part of the (sepa­ 
rate) negotiations about the two 
alliances’ conventional forces 
in cenu-al Europe. 
If the Americans were willing 
to accept that Russia’s Back­ 
fire bomber is merely a tactical 
weapon — as the Russians say 
it is — that would simplify 
things too. But it is harder to 
fudge the issue raised by the 
fact that the SS-20 can be turned 
from tactical flesh into stra­ 
tegic fowl, and is therefore 
certainly good red herring 
CARTER HAS offered Russia 
a possible way out. If the reason 
wny the Russians wanted the 
SS-20 in the first place is as sim ­ 
ple as some people think it was 
— the fact that it was a rela­ 
tively cheap by-product of the 
SS-16, and generals just can’t 
resist a bargain — they may be 
prepared to make the sort of 
exchange Carter has hinted at 
But Brezhnev’s harder-nosed 
advisérs may b # asking him 
why Russia should be willing to 
trade in the SS-20, which is 
ready to be deployed, for an 
American missile which is still 


of the electorate in the past tew 
years; he merely had the bold­ 
ness and determ ination to 
pursue them on a national 
scale. 
Now that he is president, his 
influence is making itself felt 
throughout the country. His 
perceptions of the public’s con­ 
cerns, and his priorities for

The Carter impact is unmis­ 
takable if one compares the

Like th t presidential “State 
of the Union” message each 
January, these ritual addresses 
are seldom much use in deter­ 
mining what the government — 
federal or state — actually 
might do in the year ahead. But 
they do provide a fascinating 
barom eter of changes in the 
political climate. 
A YEAR AGO, for example, 
the governors were collectively 
obsessed with the need 
to 
restore public trust and confi­ 
dence in governm ent. The 
bitter aftertaste of W atergate 
still lingered on their tongues; 


they spoke repeatedly of voter 
“cynicism,” “alienation” andi. 
“despair.” 
Their 
mood 
was 
gloomy,', 
reflecting the public discontent. 
They spoke of narrowed op­ 
tions, 
budgetary 
belt- 
tightening, lowered expecta­ 
tions and a new “age of limits” 
on what government at any 
level might realistically hope to » 
accomplish. 
The governors a year ago 
viewed the federal government 
w ith 
varying 
degrees 
of 
hostility, blam ing national 
policies for the continuing eco-,» 
nomic slump which drained^ 
revenues from state treasuries 
and burdened their welfare 
rolls 
with the unemployed. 
Washington was a dirty word. - 
Now they are en route here in i. 
a much improved humor. The 
W atergate fog has lifted; there 
is no more talk of voter despair. 
A cautious optimism is creep­ 
ing into their assessm ent of the 
economic picture, despite the* 
temporary setback from the 
natural gas crunch. 
The White House is occupied 
by one of their alumni, -and 
while Carter was never exactly 
popular with his fellow gover­ 
nors, they know he speaks their 
language and understands their 
problems.

not much more than a gleam in 
the eye, with the big spending 
yet to come. 
In that event, the lid of 
Pandora’s box may be opening. 
It is increasingly difficult to 
go on believing that the nego­

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WASHINGTON - (LENS) - 
There are few jobs as desirable 
in theory as that of a United 
States senator. Elected for six 
years at a time, only two from 
each state, senators are sup­ 
posed to be able to take a broad 
view of public policy and leave 
to their lowly colleagues in the 
House of Representatives the 
task of looking after everyday 
political concerns. 
But the founding fath ers 
would surely be appalled if they 
could see how unreflective the 
life of the average senator has 
become. 
With a few exceptions, most 
senators are unfamiliar with 
the issues that come before 
them; when they do appear in 
the Senate chamber for debates 
(which are increasingly rare 
events), they generally read 
from prepared rem arks handed 
to them by staff aides — or they 
do not bother to speak at all, but 
simply have their statem ents 
inserted in the Congressional 
Record as if they had been 
delivered. 
The 
S en ate’s 
com m ittee 
system is the very heart of its 
operations, but committee and 
subcom m ittee hearings are 
often poorly attended. 
When senators do come to 
hearings, they usually do not 
stay long — just long enough to 
be 
recorded as present — 
because they may have four or 
five 
different 
sessions 
scheduled for the same time. 
Then there are the outside 
s p e a k in g 
e n g a g e m e n ts , 
cocktail parties and receptions, 
meetings with lobbyists and 
constituents that consume so 
much of a senator’s time. 
It was in recognition of these 
strains and of the Senate’s own 
falling reputation that a special 
committee of 12 senators last 
year studied ways in which the 
august 
body 
could 
be 
reorganized. Headed by Sen. 
Adlai Stevenson of Illinois, a 
Democrat, and Sen. William 
Brock 
of 
Tennessee, 
a 
Republican (defeated in the 
last election and now chairman 
of the R epublican national 
committee), the group found 
that the Senate’s 31 committees 
were splintered into about 175 
sub-committees, and that the 
average senator had 18 dif­ 
ferent com m ittee and sub­ 
committee assignments. 
What is more, the division of 
responsibility was hopelessly 
chaotic: one subject, such as 
transport, might be treated by 
five or six different com ­ 
mittees, all of which could hold 
com peting hearings on the 
same issue in a single week. 
Last autumn the “committee 
on committees” produced its 
report, which Stevenson boldly 
called “ the m ost sw eeping 
reform proposal in the history 
of the Senate.” It urged a 
reduction in the number of full 
committees from 31 to 15, a 
limit on any one senator’s 
assignments and a reshuffling 
of jurisdiction am ong the 
remaining committees. 
P a rtic u la r attention was 
focused on the Stevenson plan, 
in part because it was widely 
seen as an early test of the 
f e d e r a l 
g o v e r n m e n t ’s 
w illingness and ability to 
reform itself. It did not take 
long, however, to discover that 
the Stevenson group’s impulse 
to reform was quite selective. 
Three of the Senate’s most 
powerful committees, finance, 
judiciary, and armed services 
— headed respectively by three 
of its most powerful and senior 
men, 
Russell 
Long 
of 
Louisiana. Jam es Eastland of 
Mississippi, and John Stennis of 
Mississippi—were not to be 
touched in any significant way. 
The Senate put the Stevenson 
plan at the top of its agenda 
when it reconvened in Ja n u a r\, 
and newly elected members 
were given only temporary 
committee assignments pen­ 
ding a debate on it. 
The rules committee had the 
first word, and after intense 
lobbying efforts by chambers of 
com m erce 
and 
v eteran s' 
organizations 
it 
reinstituted, 
among others, the committees 
on small business and veterans’ 
affairs, which had been marked 
for extinction. 
Then the measure came to 
the floor, and the senators' 
instincts for self-preservation 
and power became manifest. 
Stevenson had proposed to 


take away special committees 
on aging and nutrition froth 
fellow 
liberal 
D em ocrats, 
F ran k Church and G eorge 
McGovern. Church, McGovern 
and others similarly threatened 
m ade speeches and w rote 
articles protesting against the ., 
change; they arg u ed from 
principle, but they were ob , 
viously 
thinking also about > 
their 
loss 
of 
sta ff 
and 
perquisites. 
Cnurch won, getting the i 
committee on aging reinstated , 
with the help of senior citizens’ 
lobbying efforts (by the time it.> 
reached the floor, Church’s , 
amendment to save his com -, 
mittee was co-sponsored by 52 
sen ato rs). M cGovern 
lost, 
winning only one more year for 
his committee on nutrition. 
, 
The immediate result is that 
some senators, because of the 
new restriction on the number 
of assignments they may hold, 
have had to give up some 
committees and therefore som e; 
extra staff. A few jurisdictions 
were reorganized; but not all. 
(Some matters that logically, 
should have gone to the en-‘ 
vironment and public works 
. com m ittee, 
for 
exam ple,, 
stayed w ith the 
powgjrfqL 
commerce committee.) 
There are still to be 25 
committees, instead of the 15 
that Sen. Stevenson thought 
were enough. They will be 
required in me long run to avoid 
scheduling conflicts by using a 
computer.

Busch pleaded guilty “ because 
he was responsible for the 
death of his best friend and 
would not drag his family and 
the Leeker family through a 
lengthy court case while I 
debated the legal points of 
negligence.” 
St. Louis County Circuit 
Court Judge 
Harry 
Stussie 
imposed the sentence. The 
maximum penalty for man­ 
slaughter in Missouri is IO 
years in prison and a fine of 
$ 1,000. 
The elder Busch is board 
chairman of Anheuser-Busch, 
Inc., the world’s largest brewe­ 
ry, maker of Budweiser, Busch 
and Michelob beers. He was in 
the courtroom with his wife, 
Trudy, and other Busch chil­ 
dren. Walking with a cane, he 
said nothing to the crowd of 
newsmen and spectators. 
Leeker and Busch, longtime 
friends, were preparing to go to 
bed in Busch’s bedroom in the 
fam ily mansion of G rant’s 
Farm , the 281-acre Busch 
estate. The two had drunk a few

Bitter winter weather not only 
closed factories, forced layoffs 
and devastated farm crops in 
January, it also crimped the

The Departments of Com­ 
merce ana Agriculture issued 
reports Monday which said the 
coldest January in US. history 
caused: 
—The biggest monthly trade 
deficit in history with imports 
exceeding exports by $1.67 
billion. The largest previous 
deficit was $1.03 billion last 
November. 
—A decline of 1.2 per cent in 
the Commerce Department’s 
index of leading indicators, the 
sharpest monthly drop in two 
years. The indicators are 
supposed to foretell future 
trends in production, finance 
and jobs. 
—A 12 per cent increase in 
prices for vegetables and a 2 
per cent boost in the average of 
all raw farm product prices for 
the period ending Feb. 15. 
Maynard Comiez, a 
com­ 
merce economist, said the 
trade balance and indicators 
were affected by the weather. 
“ I think both measurements 
were weather impacted,” he 
said. “ However, I uon’t think 
that either one indicates a 
trend.” 
But government agriculture 
experts said the effects of poor 
weather on crops will show up 
later in grocery stores. 
Experts forecast retail food 
prices for 1977 could average 3 
to 5 per cent above last year, up 
from earlier predictions of a 3 
to 4 per cent increase.

Robert Dubingon, 43, died at I 
a .rn today at the Army hospital 
at Ft. McPherson here where 
he had been hospitalized since 
Sunday. George Flowers, 49, 
died Sunday at Georgia Baptist 
Hospital. 
Neither worked in the actual 
laboratory where the investiga­ 
tion into the Legionnaire’s 
disease is in progress, and 
doctors were skeptical that the 
deaths were in any way related 
to the mysterious illness that 
claimed 29 lives following an 
American Legion convention in 
Philadeplphia last July. 
An Army spokesman said the 
Center for Disease control 
planned an autopsy on Dubin- 
gon’s body in an effort to 
determine the cause of death. 
He was admitted to the hospital 
suffering from what appeared 
to be influenza. 
A retired Army staff ser­ 
geant, Dubingon was a custodi­ 
an in the building housing the 
laboratory where Legionnaire’s 
disease tests were being car­ 
ried out. 
An official of the CDC said 


limited 
lab 
tests 
conducted 
since the men first became ill 
had established no connection 
between their 
illness and 
Legionnaire’s disease. 
“ I don’t think it is Legion­ 
naire’s disease, but I can’t say 
it’s not,” said Dr. Richard 
Dixon, a CDC doctor participat­ 
ing in the investigation of the 
illness of the two employes. 
“ We’ve just discovered it (the 
micro-organism which causes 
the Legionnaire’s disease). We 
don’t know the way it behaves 
in all its various forms.” 
Dr. Charles Shepard, one of 
the discoverers of the “ bac- 
teria-like” 
micro-organism 
that caused the disease, said 
“ there is no possibility” the 
illnsses could be Legionnaire’s 
disease. 
“ There isn’t anything that 
resembles it,” said Shepard. 
Dixon said the symptons of 
the illnesses of the two men— 
high fever, muscle aches and 
pains — are “ common with 
every infection, from influenza 
to Rocky Mountain 
spotted 
fever.” 
Flowers was taken to Georgia 
Baptist Hospital last week with 
high fever, muscular aches and 
pains and weakness. He suf­ 
fered upper gastrointestinal 
bleeding and died Sunday of 
cardiac- arrest. The hospital 
pathologist, 
Dr. 
Robert 
DeLashmutt, said the cause of 
death had not been determined.

Few benefits 
to wine sipping

D EA R DR. LAM B - Please 
explain the benefits of drink­ 
ing a glass of wine each day. I 
have heard this will prevent a 
person from ever having 
hardening of the arteries in 
old age. Is this fact or fiction? 
D EAR R EA D ER - Fiction. 
Other than the pleasure a per­ 
son derives from it there are 
no real benefits from drinking 
a glass of wine. It may make 
some people feel more relax­ 
ed and at peace with the world 
but even that idea has been 
challenged. It helps improve 
some people’s appetite and if 
a person needs that effect it 
might be useful in that regard. 
Most people need just the op­ 
posite. A glass of only four or 
five ounces of table wine is 
equivalent to a can of beer or 
one cocktail. Dessert wine is 
stronger by a good deal. So 
wine tends to give a person 
quite a bit of alcohol and 
should be regarded as a potent 
alcoholic drink. 
So you can evaluate the 
effects of a glass of wine on 
the body I am sending you The 
Health Letter number 1-4, 
Alcohol, Whiskey, Gin, Vodka, 
Rum, Wine, Beer. Others who 
want this information can 
send 50 cents for it with a 
long, stamped, self-addressed 
envelope. 
D EA R DR. LAM B - Please 
tell us in your column how 
much daily wine and beer con­ 
sumption is too much. My hus­ 
band, who is 65, drinks a fifth 
of wine each day and a large 
can of beer. I am very con­ 
cerned that he may be one the 
way to becoming an alcoholic. 
He is a chain smoker, very 
nervous, and has not had a 
medical checkup in many 
years. 
D EA R R EA D ER - Your 
husband is a lre a d y an 
alcoholic. I am sending you 
The Health Letter on alcohol 
that I mentioned to the other 


reader. He must be getting 
more than three ounces of 
alcohol a day or the equivalent 
of more than six cocktails, 
perhaps much more if he is 
drinking dessert wines. Think 
of a four-ounce glass of table 
wine as being equivalent to a 
cocktail. A can of beer is also 
equivalent to a cocktail as 
usually mixed. 
In addition to knowing about 
the effects of alcohol you need 
to see if you can get your hus­ 
band some help 
With his 
smoking history he is more 
than three times as likely to 
have a heart attack or a 
stroke as non-smokers. His 
chances of cancer of the lung 
have been increased. Alcohol 
and tobacco together increase 
the chances of cancer. He 
may have liver disease from 
chronic use of alcohol. 
You should check the yellow 
pages of your telephone book 
under Alcohol or Alcoholism 
Information. If your com­ 
munity has any organizations 
that can give you advice they 
may help you. There is an Al- 
Anon 
o rg a n iz a tio n 
fo r 
relatives of alcoholics which 
may give you advice on how to 
help your husband. It would be 
nice if he would go to a doctor 
and perhaps he will if you 
arrange it for him. 
Meanwhile try to keep him 
on a good nutritious diet and 
give him a daily all-purpose 
vitamin tablet. That will not 
solve his problem though; he 
needs professional help to get 
off the bottle, and hopefully, 
he can also get off the 
cigarettes.

No decisions have been an ­

hearing held on Feb. 14 on the 
more controversial subject of 
continuation of regulations p e r­ 
taining to Equine Infectious 
Anemia (ElA ), a disease which 
affects horses and all other 
equine 
No decision on the testim ony 
presented, by exhibitors and 
breed association groups had 
been re ceiv ed a s of noon 
Friday. 
U nder consideration of being 
dropped was a regulation re­ 
quiring a negative Coggins test 
of EIA for exhibiting horses. 
The rule went into effect last 
sum m er. It was generally sup­ 
ported at the hearing by some 
breed associations but opposed 
by exhibitors, according to Dr 
Floyd D unlap of Guilford Lake 
Also under consideration at 
the hearing was a regulation to 
require a negative test for EIA 
when there is change of ow n er­ 
ship. 
THE NEW At JESZKY S dis­ 
ease ruling also m andates the 
breeding and exhibition swine 
m ust have a statem ent on the 
required official health certifi­ 
cates indicating that the swine 
have not been a part of a herd of 
sw ine known to be infected with 
the previous year.

Cab Company 
Halts Cincy 
Operations 


C IN CINN ATI (UPI) - The 
Yellow Cab Co of Cincinnati, 
which has been losing $200,000 a 
year on its fleet of 158 taxicabs, 
is out of business today. 


In a decision that caught 
residents, city 
officials 
and 
even employes by surprise, the 
city’s 
largest 
cab 
company 
suspended operations Monday 
night. 
The shutdown left 300 persons 
out of work, 250 of them drivers 


“ It’s strictly a 
matter of 
economics,” said David 
N i­ 
chols, Yellow 
Cab attorney 
‘W e’re losing $200,000 a year ” 
Jam es Bricen, a member of 
Taxicab Drivers lxx:al 954, said 
drivers were surprised by the 
move and City Manager Wil 
liam Donaldson was “ shocked” 
when he learned of the shut­ 
down, according to Nichols. 
“ Donaldson suggested that 


we raise fares to keep going but 
it takes several weeks for City 
Council to approve something 
like that and we just can’t af­ 
ford 
the luxury 
of 
waiting 
several weeks,” said Nichols, 
who complained al>out increas­ 
ing costs and decreasing taxi 
cab ridership. 


“ We have rising workmen 
compensation costs, rising tuel 
costs, rising tire costs, rising 
replacem ent vehicle costs, 
rising insurance costs and 
rising labor costs,” he said. “ It 
reaches the point where we just 
can’t handle it. 
“ Kidersl.ip is going down and 
part of it is because of the 
government subsidy provided 
other forms of public transpor­ 
tation 
like the Queen City 
Metro (buses). 
“ Queen City Metro lost over 
$11 million in 1976, but they 
have a great big pot over at City 
Hall where they just reach in 
and get that $il million out," 
said Nichols 
“ We can ’t do 
that.”

got 
Queen City Metro giving you a 
ride for a quarter, while our 
average fare is $3.05,” he said.

"Rochester/ 
Benny Show 
Comic, Dies 
WOODLAND HILLS, Calif. - 
Eddie Anderson, whose gravel­ 
voiced 
irreverence as Jack 
B e n n y ’ s 
c h a u f f e u r 
"Rochester” made him 
the 
first black to win a standing 
network radio role, died of a 
heart attack Monday. 
Anderson, 71, died at the 
Motion P ictu re Home and 
Hospital, where he was adm it­ 
ted in December for a heart 
condition, hospital officials 
said. 
"Rochester” was a fixture on 
the Benny radio and television 
series for 23 years, since he 
appeared in what was supposed 
to be a one-shot role on Easter 
Sunday, 1937. 
For a show based on Benny’s 
move from 
New York 
to 
Hollywood, the w riters in ­ 
vented a brash Pullman car 
porter to bedevil Benny on the 
trip West. Anderson, a former 
vaudeville performer and small 
parts movie actor, got the role 
and ran away with it. 
The audience response was so 
enthusiastic he was made a 
permanent part of the series, as 
Benny’s driver, valet, man of 
all work and general ego 
deflator. 
For decades, the series drew 
laughs from Benny’s frustra­ 
tions with Rochester, the an­ 
cient Maxwell car 
he was 
supposed to tend, his drinking 
and social habits and general 
lack of awe about his employer. 
Anderson, like Benny with his 
ex asp erated "w ell,” could 
bring on a roar of laughter just 
by the timing of a seemingly 
simple line, like his tradem ark 
"W hat’s that, boss?” 
"I never played an Uncle 
Tom,” Anderson said after a 
later 
generation 
of 
black 
performers criticized him in 
the 60s for playing a servant. 
"The scripts always called for 
me to get the best of Mr. Benny. 
The fact I played a valet had 
nothing to do with it. Arthur 
Treacher played those roles 
and nobody ever criticized him 
for it.” 
Anderson said he owed his 
distinctive voice to a job 
hawking newspapers in San 
Francisco when he was 12. "We 
thought the loudest voice sold 
the most papers,” he said. “I 
ruptured my vocal chords from 
straining them .” 
Anderson, who said he a 
descendant 
of slaves who 
escaped the South on the 
U nderground R ailroad, was 
born in Oakland to a show 
business family. His father, 
“Big Eddie” Anderson, was a 
vaudeville performer and his 
mother, Ella Mae, was a circus 
tightrope walker whose career 
was ended by a fall
